"By will Cary Butt (d. 1781) of Pipe Grange in Pipehill devised in trust for sale 3 
a. in Lichfield which he had acquired from Catherine Taylor. Part was already 


charged with a payment of up to 10s. for the Lichfield poor. In 1783, when Butt's 
trustees sold the land, the rent charge was said to be 15s., payable to the poor at 
Christmas. The origins of the charge are unknown. Taylor's conveyance to Butt did 
not mention it, but she was later alleged to have been anxious to secure its 
payment. About 1820 the solicitor to Butt's trustees was distributing the 15s. 
income of what had become known as Mrs. Taylor's Charity among deserving poor, 
giving preference to Mrs. Taylor's kin. (fn. 101) No more is known of the charity."
